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PART  I. 

SICKNESS  AND  MORTALITY. 

During  the  fifty-two  week  of  the  year  1878  2331  births  and  1331  deaths 
were  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the  Borough.  The  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  thus  1000. 

Of  the  deaths  720  were  of  males  and  611  of  females. 

Population. — The  Registrar  G-enerars  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
borough  of  South  Shields  for  the  middle  of  the  year  under  notice,  viz.  : — > 
65,764,  is  probably  too  high,  and  I  have  preferred,  therefore,  to  frame  the 
necessary  calculations  upon  other  sources  of  information — principally  upon 
the  known  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings  occupied,  and  to  estimate  the 
population  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  at  61,000  ;  being  an  increase  of  only 
1000  ( 7.e.,  the  mere  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  upon  the  estimated  population 
of  1877. 

Births. — The  birth-rate,  per  1000  of  this  estimated  population,  is  38 ’2  ; 
or  0'6  above  the  average  rate  of  the  50  other  large  English  towns,  and  0*1 
below  the  rate  of  1877  of  South  Shields. 

Deaths. — Of  the  1331  deaths,  28  occurred  in  public  Institutions  amongst 
persons  brought  from  other  districts  of  the  Union  with  their  fatal  illnesses 
upon  them.  These,  therefore,  must  be  excluded  from  our  calculations.  The 
remaining  1303  represent  a  death-rate  of  21*4  per  1000  persons  estimated  to 
be  living  ;  1'4  per  1000  above  the  rates  of  the  two  preceding  years,  when  the 
mortality  was  for  South  Shields  the  lowest  on  record. 

In  the  subjoined  table  the  death-rates  per  1000  from  all  causes  in  South 
Shields  and  in  the  50  large  English  towns  during  the  last  38  years  are 
compared.

It  will  be  seen  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  quarter,  when  the  deaths 
from  lung  diseases  in  the  earlier  year  were  somewhat  numerous,  the  mortality 
in  1878  was  generally  above  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  result  was 
wholly  attributable  to  the  greater  fatality  of  certain  zymotic  diseases — first  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  less  noticeably  of  diarrhoea  and  measles  ;  a  subject  which 
will  be  dealt  with  in  another  portion  of  the  report. 

It  might  be  thought,  bearing  in  mind  the  severity  of  the  weather  during  the 
last  months  of  the  year  under  notice,  that  the  mortality  from  inflammatory 
diseases  of  the  lungs  would  have  shared  in  this  excess.  But  this  is  not  so. 
Although  the  average  temperature  of  the  last  quarter  of  1878  was  5°'4  below  that 
of  the  corresponding  months  of  1877,  the  mortality  during  the  two  periods 
from  these  diseases  was  almost  identical. 

This  leads  us  to  a  consideration  of  the  meteorology  of  the  year,  the  principal 
conditions  of  which,  in  the  several  quarters,  will  be  found  annexed.  The 
most  noticeable  features  were  the  variable  temperature  of  the  first  quarter,  and 
the  low  temperature  of  the  last  months  of  the  year.

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Localities. — Information  respecting  the  mortality  of  the  various  sanitary 
districts  and  sub-divisions  will  be  found  in  the  subjoined  table,  and,  in  fuller 
detail,  in  the  Appendix  [Tables  A  &  F].  To  these  tables,  which  embody 
now  accumulated  data,  as  to  the  relative  salubrity  of  the  different  portions  of 
the  district,  of  four  years,  1  would  wish  to  invite  special  attention  ;  affording, 
as  I  believe  they  do,  information  which,  if  well  and  intelligently  considered, 
will  not  only  serve  to  sweep  away  a  vast  amount  of  that  ignorance  and 
specious  reasoning  that  now  obstructs  and  beclouds  our  progress,  but  which, 
if  taken  by  the  Authority  as  a  guide  to  their  action,  will  lead  them  unerringly 
in  the  path  of  true  Sanitary  Eeform.  For  it  is  clearly  shown  that  during  all 
these  four  years  certain  localities  are  blessed  with  a  uniformly  low  rate  of 
mortality,  whereas  in  others  the  mortality  is  equally  and  continuously  ex¬ 
cessive.  Thus,  during  the  last  four  years,  the  annual  death-rate  from  all 
causes  in  the  Westoe  Village  has  averaged  9 '2  per  1000,  in  the  Holborns  and 
Corstorphine  Town  it  has  averaged  24*7  ;  the  zymotic  death-rate  in  the  one 
(the  disease  being  imported  from  unhealthy  districts)  has  averaged  1’4,  in  the 
other,  7*6  ;  again,  the  average  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  to  births  in  the 
districts  named  has  been  50  per  1000  and  200  per  1000  respectively  !  Even 
the  diversity  as  illustrated  by  these  figures  might  be  exceeded  ;  for  instance, 
in  what  is  known  as  the  Green’s  Estate  the  zymotic  rate  was  as  high  as  8’0  ; 
and  if  we  descend  to  the  most  filthy  and  crowded  quarters  of  these  less 
favoured  districts  we  find  that  the  death-rate  from  all  causes  will  exceed,  even 
for  lengthened  periods,  40  per  1000  of  the  living.  In  short,  to  those  who 
like  myself  are  acquainted  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  these  various 
localities,  these  stalistics  teem  with  proofs  of  the  absolutely  deadly  nature  of 
conditions  which,  because  their  influence  is  so  little  understood  and  their  work 
so  quietly  and  insidiously  performed,  fail  so  generally  even  to  excite  appre¬ 
hension.  Whilst  surely  they  must  serve  once  and  for  all  to  expose  the  fatuity 
of  that  reasoning,  which,  pointing  to  a  general  death-rate  not  greatly  in  excess 
of  that  of  the  rest  of  England,  would  endeavour  to  extract  from  that  fortunate 
circumstance  a  reason  against  effort  or  activity  in  the  direction  of  sanitary 
improvements.  It  is  a  poor  satisfaction,  indeed,  to  the  inhabitants  of  those 
quarters  where  sickness  and  death  are  such  constant  visitants  to  know  that 
the  population  living  under  more  favourable  circumstances  in  the  Borough  is 
sufficient  in  number  to  diminish  the  general  death-rolHo  what,  at  the  present 
time,  is  looked  upon  as  respectable  proportions. 


Sanitary  Districts  :  their  Population,  Density  of  Population,  Elevation  of  Site,  Birth-rate,  and  Mortality  Rates. 
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In  my  annual  reports  I  have  been  accustomed  to  signal  out  certain  areas 
as  illustrating  in  their  mortality-rates  certain  points  of  interest.  For  instance, 
I  have  shown  the  great  difference  in  the  relative  mortality  of  certain  streets 
in  Sanitary  District  I,  such  streets  being  composed  of  much  the  same  kind  of 
property  and  inhabited  by  the  same  class  of  persons,  but  differing  in  the 
elevation  of  their  site  and  the  general  ventilation  of  the  locality  ;  i.e.,  situated 
little  above  high  water  level,  and  with  a  comparatively  stagnant  atmosphere, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  on  high  banks  swept  by  the  sea  breezes. 
I  propose  to  continue  this  investigation.

I  have  likewise  referred  to  the  marked  improvement  that,  to  judge  from  the 
mortality  returns,  has  taken  place  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  Winchester 
street  since  1 875,  the  date  of  completion  of  certain  works  of  drainage  in  that 
street,  by  which  ground  water,  which  before  collected  in  large  quantities,  had 
been  drawn  from  the  foundations  of  the  houses.  In  the  annexed  table  these 
observations  are  continued.

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Ages. — The  1303  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  at  all  ages,  include  362  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  or  28  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  ; 
699,  or  54  per  cent.,  of  children  below  the  age  of  5  years  ;  395,  or  30  per 
cent.,  of  children  and  adults  from  5  to  60  -,  and  210,  or  16  per  cent.,  of  elderly 
persons  aged  60  and  upwards. 

Infant  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  to  births 
registered,  was  equal  to  155  per  1000.  In  all  England  the  corresponding 
proportional  number  in  1878  was  153;  in  the  ‘healthy  districts’  of  the 
Registrar  General  it  is  100. 

The  excessive  number  of  deaths  amongst  children  below  the  age  of  five 
years,  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  was  principally  due  to  the 
fatality  of  scarlet  fever  at  that  age. 

The  362  deaths  under  one  year,  include  83  from  the  diseases  of  the  zymotic 
class,  against  59  from  the  same  cause  in  the  preceding  year ;  95  from  atrophy 
and  debility,  against  68  in  1877  ;  48  from  tubercular  diseases,  against  52  ; 
58  from  inflammatory  diseases  of  the  lungs,  against  76  ;  29  from  convulsions, 
against  49,  From  syphilis  2,  against  4,  deaths  were  registered  amongst 
infants,  whilst  30  were  ascribed  to  premature  birth. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  annexed  table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from 
each  of  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  ;  the  distribution  of  such  deaths 
over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year ;  and  the  relative  mortality  of  this  and  of 
the  two  previous  years.

The  excess  in  the  zymotic  mortality  of  the  year  1878  was  due,  as  already 
indicated,  to  the  fatal  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever.  The  disease  first  assumed 
epidemic  proportions  in  the  last  quarter  of  1877  ;  and  in  my  report  for  that 
year  I  gave  details  of  its  outburst.  It  may  be  remembered  that  its  prevalence 
was  at  first  clearly  dependant  upon  the  congregation  of  children  in  a  large  day 
school  ;  so  that,  within  seventeen  days,  56  famalies  in  one  district  were  found 
to  be  infected.  From  that  time  it  gradually  extended  itself  over  the  town 
until  every  quarter  and  every  public  day-school  had  to  a  greater  or  less  extent 
its  sufferers.  In  the  last  quarter  of  1877  there  were  63  deaths,  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  following  year  there  were  32,  in  the  second  quarter  24,  in  the 
third  40,  and  in  the  fourth,  following  the  course  of  most  epidemics  of  this 
disease,  the  fatal  cases  rapidly  increased  to  72;  53  of  these  occurring  in  the 
first  half  of  that  period.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  repeat  that  throughout 
the  whole  course  of  the  epidemic  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  and  its  fatality 
were  most  marked  in  districts  whose  sanitary  condition  was  least  satisfactory. 
The  crowded  and  ill-scavenged  portions  of  the  town,  and  especially  the  new 
estates,  where  houses  had  been  run  up  and  occupied  without  due  regard  to 
their  sanitary  requirements  and  to  the  wholesomeness  of  their  surroundings, 
were,  out  of  all  proportion,  the  greatest  sufferers. 

The  death-rate  from  the  fevers,  including  typhus,  typhoid,  and  simple  con¬ 
tinued,  was  for  South  Shields  the  lowest  on  record.  In  the  subjoined  table  the 
fever-rate  in  recent  years  in  this  town  and  in  England  is  compared.

It  will  be  seen  that  South  Shields  is  participating  fully  in  that  steady  and 
continuous  decline  in  the  fever  mortality  which  has  become  of  late  years  so 
satisfactory  a  feature  of  the  national  returns. 

No  case  of  typhus  fever  was  reported  ;  and  in  every  instance  of  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  typhoid  the  disease  was  confined  within  very  narrow  limits,  usually  the 
limits  of  a  single  household.  Of  the  13  death  registered  from  ^‘continued 
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fever,”  six  occurred  amongst  patients  of  the  Workhouse.  A  new  workhouse  is 
now  being  built ;  it  is  probably  to  the  overcrowded  and  generally  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  condition  of  the  old  building  that  the  febrile  affections,  which  have 
been  so  prevalent  amongst  its  inmates  during  the  past  year,  must  be  attributed. 

Of  the  85  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  60  occurred  in  the  3rd  or  summer  quarter  ; 
the  corresponding  annual  rate  being  4*0  per  1000  ;  against  4*6  the  mean  of 
the  preceding  seven  years  in  South  Shields  ;  3*6  the  average  of  the  50  large 
English  towns  during  the  year  under  report ;  and  0*8  the  summer  diarrhoea 
rate  in  England,  exclusive  of  the  large  towns. 

The  following  table  shows  the  weekly  record  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  in  the 
third  quarter,  and  the  various  concurrent  meteorological  conditions.

***  The  excess  was  confined  to  the  month  of  J uly,  when  the  temperature  averaged  G0'07. 
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The  epidemic  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  bears  a  hitherto  undefined  but  obviously 
very  close  connexion  with  the  temperature  ;  in  towns  that  are  subject  to  such 
visitations,  the  fatality  of  this  disease  during  a  hot  and  dry  summer  is  apt  to 
become  positively  alarming.  The  exact  reason  has  not,  as  1  have  saidj  yet 
been  demonstrated  ;  but,  short  of  this,  there  is  every  reason  to  attribute  it  to  the 
action  that  heat  exerts  upon  filth — upon  dead  organic  matter.  The  fact  that  it 
is  essentially  an  urban  disease — that  to  whatever  height  the  temperature  may 
reach  in  country  districts  it  rarely  if  ever  attains  there  epidemic  proportions, 
and,  furthermore,  that  its  peculiar  localisation,  even  amongst  town  populations, 
is  an  experience  of  every  epidemic,  appear  to  offer  insuperable  obstacles  to 
the  acceptance  of  any  other  theory. 

Tubercular  Diseases. — From  this  class  of  diseases  219  deaths  were 
recorded,  phthisis  or  consumption  accounting  for  rather  more  than  half  that 
number.  The  mortality -rate  was  equal  to  3*60  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
population,  against  3 '90,  the  average  rate  of  the  last  three  years  ;  or  2*80  the 
average  rate  in  England. 

Inflammatory  Diseases  of  the  Eespiratory  Organs,  including  bron¬ 
chitis,  pneumonia,  and  pleurisy,  accounted  for  214  deaths,  being  equal  to  a 
rate  of  3'50  per  1000.  The  corresponding  rate  of  the  last  three  years  has 
averaged  3’71  ;  in  England  it  is  3'3. 

Heart  Disease. — 79  deaths  were  so  recorded.  The  equivalent  annual  rate 
per  1000  being  1’3,  or  0‘2  above  the  average  rate  of  the  last  three  years. 

Wasting  Diseases  of  Children. — The  deaths  from  atrophy  and  debility 
represent  a  rate  of  DO  per  1000.  The  corresponding  average  rate  in  the  three 
preceding  years  was  1’5,  In  England  the  average  is  1*2. 


PART  II. 


ACTION  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF  DISEASE. 


Small-Pox. — There  has  been  no  appearance  of  small-pox  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease,  as  already  stated,  has  been  epidemic  in  this 
locality  during  the  year,  the  outbreak  having  occurred  in  the  Autumn  of  1877. 
The  same  measures  for  checking  its  spread  which  were  detailed  in  my  report 
for  last  year  have  been  assiduously  pursued.  Some  461  cases  have  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  department,  and  have  received  attention.  It  cannot  be 
pretended  that  this  attention  has  always  been  of  so  close  or  constant  a  nature 
as  would  have  been  desirable,  or  as  would  be  necessary  to  effect  always  its 
object — the  ensuring  of  proper  measures  of  precaution.  That,  with  one 
Inspector  for  all  sanitary  purposes  in  a  town  like  South  Shields,  would  be  im¬ 
possible.  The  disinfection  of  houses,  too^  has  sometimes  had  to  be  left  to  the 
occupiers,  instead  of  being  done  by,  or  under  the  superintendence  of,  a  trained 
Inspector.  The  statutory  powers  possessed  by  the  Authority,  again,  for 
dealing  with  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  found  inadequate. 
I  referred  last  year,  at  length,  to  the  spread  of  infection  through  the  agency 
of  day-schools,  and  then  there  is  the  practice  so  common,  I  may  say  so 
universal,  amongst  the  lower  orders  here  in  the  North,  of  visiting  at  infected 
houses,  and  of  holding  social  gatherings — tea-parties,  w^akes,  funeral  parties, 
&c.,  in  such  houses — a  practice  to  which,  probably  of  all  others  of  the  kind, 
is  to  be  attributed  the  greatest  mischief ;  and  yet  one  against  which  the  law 
provides  no  sort  of  defence.  At  present,  if  a  person  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease  expose  himself,  or  expose  a  child  so  suffering,  in  a  public  place,  he 
subjects  himself  to  a  penalty  ;  but  he  may  remain  in  a  close  and  ill-ventilated 
private  room  and  receive  any  number  of  visitors,  each  one  of  whom,  carrying 
away  with  him  the  seeds  of  disease,  may  become  a  danger  to  the  public  safety, 
and  yet  the  law  does  not  allow  us  to  interfere.  The  practice  referred  to  comes 
under  our  notice  almost  daily ;  I  have  found  in  rooms  where  fever  stricken 
patients  are  retained  any  number  of  visitors  up  to  forty  ;  the  women  very 
generally  with  children  in  their  arms  ;  and  it  has  not  infrequently  happened 
that,  after  expostulating  with  the  inmates,  I  have  again  visited  the  house  only 
to  find  a  fresh  relay  of  visitors  there.  Provisions  intended  to  supply  a  remedy 
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for  this  state  of  things  were  inserted  in  a  Bill  which  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Corporation  to  promote  in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament,  but  of  which 
nothing  farther  need  be  said  since  the  Corporation  have  abandoned  that 
intention  ;  except  that  opposition  to  the  clauses  in  question,  as  might  be  ex¬ 
pected,  came  from  certain  quarters.  The  Corporation  were  petitioned  against 
them  on  the  ground  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  petitioners,  “  the  powers  already 
possessed  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  w^ere  sufficient’’ ;  it  apparently 
never  having  occurred  to  the  petitioners  that,  for  the  forming  of  such  an 
opinion,  a  knowledge  of  the  powers  we  do  possess,  and  a  knowledge  of  those 
necessary  for  the  object  named,  were  at  any  rate  essential. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Cases  of  this  disease,  of  which  some  sixty-three  have 
come  under  notice,  have  always  received  my  prompt  personal  attention. 
Several  cases  have  occurred  amongst  sailors,  the  disease  being  probably 
brought  from  other  Ports.  Cases  of  great  urgency  (and  only  such  cases,  for 
the  nature  of  the  accommodation  precludes  its  general  use)  have  been  removed 
to  the  Wooden  Hospital.  Thirty-seven  cases  (including  five  of  scarlet  fever) 
have  been  so  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Premises  upon  which  this  disease 
(typhoid)  has  appeared  have  always  been  subject,  in  their  drainage  and  other 
sanitary  arrangements,  to  careful  inspection,  often  with  the  result  of  discovering 
defects  and  securing  their  removal. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-two  cases  have  been  reported.  The  same  course  as 
that  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph  has  been  adopted.  The  following 
case,  illustrative  of  defects  often  discovered,  may  be  of  interest : — Diphtheria 
had  broken  out  for  the  second  time  in  a  house  in  one  of  the  best  terraces  of  the 
town.  The  house  had  been  examined  on  the  first  outbreak,  and  drains  commu¬ 
nicating  directly  with  the  common  sewer,  and  having  open  joints  through  which 
sewer  gas  was  rushing,  were  found  beneath  the  basement  floor.  This  tenant 
left,  and  another  entered.  Again  diphtheria  appeared,  twelve  months  after 
the  first  outbreak,  the  mother  and  all  the  children  suffering.  The  defects 
previously  discovered  had  not  been  remedied  in  the  manner  recommended  ; 
work  had  been  done,  but  sewer  gas  was  still  invading  the  house  as  before — 
another  instance  of  the  necessity  of  what  I  have  often  urged,  viz.,  that  the 
Authority  should  not  only  order  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  but  should  insist 
upon  the  work  being  done  in  the  manner  they  prescribe  ;  otherwise,  although, 
perhaps,  at  first  and  for  a  time  the  nuisance  may  appear  to  be  abated,  the 
result  will  not  be  satisfactory,  and  may  be,  as  in  this  case,  disastrous.

SECTION  I. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  THE  ABATEMENT  OP  NUISANCES 

INJURIOUS  TO  HEALTH. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  each  of  the  5  districts  and  11  sub-divisions  into 
■which  the  to'wn,  for  the  purposes  of  sanitary  admiuistration,  has  been  divided 
■was  described  in  detail  in  my  report  for  1876.  In  the  report  for  the  following 
year,  I  gave  tabular  statements  of  the  improvements  effected  and  nuisances 
abated  under  statutory  notice  in  each  of  the  districts,  hoping  that,  by  this  in¬ 
formation,  together  with  the  mortality  statistics  of  the  several  localities,  a 
more  or  less  clear  and  connected  record  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  and 
requirements  of  each  of  such  localities  would  be  afforded.  This  record  is 
continued.  Inspections,  in  many  parts  house  to  house  inspections,  have  been 
systematically  carried  out  ;  and  it  ■^dll  be  seen  that  there  has  been  considerable 
activity  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances  of  certain  descriptions  ;  especially  in 
the  removal  of  middensteads  of  the  worst  kind  from  the  most  crowded 
localities,  and  substituting  for  them  small,  water-tight,  but  fixed,  privy- 
receptacles,  that  are  scavenged  at  least  weekly.  Of  course,  even  this  has  not 
been  effected  without  opposition  ;  a  great  cry  was  at  first  raised  on  the  part 
of  landlords,  that  the  new  privy  was  a  failure — a  nuisance  in  itself  and  dis¬ 
gusting  in  its  use ;  but  certain  specific  allegations  to  this  effect  were 
investigated  by  a  sub-committee  and  found  to  be  groundless,  and  a  memorial, 
also,  that  was  presented  to  the  Corporation  against  the  change,  was  discovered, 
quite  accidentally,  to  be,  to  say  the  least,  an  imposition  so  far  as  the  signatures 
were  concerned.  The  change,  however,  it  must  be  said,  was  not  in  many, 
perhaps  not  in  the  majority  of  cases,  carried  out  satisfactorily,  and  the  result 
was  that  often  there  was  good  ground  for  complaint.  The  proper  ventilation 
of  the  new  closet  was  rarely  provided  for,  and  the  work  was  often  done  in  a 
slovenly  and  most  unsubstantial  manner.  Clearly,  the  Authority  must  be 
prepared  to  enforce  the  proper  and  more  literal  observance  of  their  orders  more 
firmly,  or  they  must  make  it  to  the  interest  of  owners  to  execute  works  to  their 
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satisfaction,  by  acquiring  powers,  as  other  authorities  have  done,  of  defraying 
part  of  the  cost  of  such  alterations  out  of  the  public  funds.  Provision  was 
made  for  this  object  in  the  proposed  but  now  abandoned  Bill  before  alluded  to. 
In  previous  reports  I  liave  explained  that  the  only  form  of  closet  accommoda¬ 
tion  that  is  admissible  in  much  of  the  property  of  this  district — in  large 
tenemented  properties,  for  instance,  having  little  or  no  yard  space,  and  in 
properties  situated  in  courts  and  lanes,  on  banks,  &c. — is  the  trough  water- 
closet-;  and  I  have  still  to  express  regret  that  the  action  of  the  Water 
Company,  in  charging  what  the  Authorities  justly  regard  as  an  altogether 
exorbitant  price  for  the  use  of  water  in  connexion  with  such  conveniences, 
practically  precludes,  as  it  has  now  for  two  years  done,  their  introduction ; 
and,  consequently,  the  carrying  out  of  one  of  the  most  necessary  sanitary 
improvements  in  this  town. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  nuisances,  requiring  the  execution  of 
structural  works,  or  the  permanent  closure  of  dwellings,  for  their  abatement, 
for  which  statutory  notices  were  issued  during  the  year :  such  nuisances  being 
classified  according  to  the  sanitary  districts  in  which  they  were  found  to  exist.

SECTION  II. 


ADVICE  TO  THE  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

(Under  the  Local  Government  Boards’  Order,  Section  IV., 

Articles  4  &  5.) 


Nuisances. — Nuisances  requiring  for  their  abatement  structural  alterations 
are  now,  after  my  report  is  made  thereon,  referred  to  a  sub-sanitary  com¬ 
mittee,  who  issue  orders  for  the  necessary  notices  co  be  served  or  otherwise. 
The  list  of  nuisances  so  dealt  with  is  seen  in  the  first  of  the  foregoing  tables. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — No  action,  beyond  that  recorded  in  my  last 
year’s  report,  has  been  taken. 

Pavino  of  Streets  and  Lanes. — Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to 
this  w’ork  ;  30  streets  and  35  lanes  have  been  paved  and  channelled. 

Ventilation  of  Sewers;  Private  Drainage. — The  Surveyor  reports  that 
during  the  year  40  ventilators  have  been  applied,  viz.,  34  surface  and  6  shaft- 
pipe  ventilators,  over  the  public  sewers  of  the  district.  The  regulations  with 
regard  to  the  construction  of  house  drainage,  adopted  by  the  Authority  in  1876, 
and  which,  with  explanatory  diagrams,  were  published  in  the  report  for  that 
year,  have  been  found  in  practice  admirable.  The  drainage  of  many  houses 
has  been  altered  now  in  accordance  with  that  system,  and  always  with 
satisfaction  and  success. 


SECTION  III. 


DEPARTMENTAL  WORK. 

Proceedings  under  Articles  6-10,  Section  IV.,  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Boards’  Order. 


1. — The  action  taken  on  receiving  information  of  the  outbreak  of  epidemic 
disease  (Article  6)  has  been  recorded  (page  14). 
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2.  — Nuisances  and  Overcrowding,  (Article  7.) — The  work  done  under 
this  Article,  and  the  action  taken  in  respect  of  nuisances  before  the  Justices^ 
will  be  seen  in  pages  16,  17,  and  IS  of  the  Report  and  in  the  appendix  D,  tables 
1  and  4. 

3.  — Food  Surrey,  t Article  8.) — A  considerable  amount  of  food  (beef, 
mutton,  pork,  nsh,  &c.)  has  had  to  be  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
(See  appendix  D,  tables  3  and  4.)  Two  convictions,  with  fines  of  £10  and  £5 
respectively,  for  exposing  for  sale  unwholesome  food,  have  been  obtained. 

4.  — Proceedings  under  Bye-Laws  of  Sanitary  Authority  (Article  9,) 
AND  UNDER  STATUTORY  PROVISIONS  AFFECTING  TRADES. — Lodging  HoUSeS. — 
There  are  sixty-eight  common  lodging  houses  ;  7  having  been  placed  on  the 
register  during  the  year,  and  8  removed  therefrom.  These  are  kept  on  the 
whole  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  and  no  legal  proceedings  for  breach  of  bye¬ 
laws  have  been  taken.  Eighteen  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease  in 
lodging  houses  were  reported  at  the  Health  Ofiice  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Bake  Houses. — These  have  been  kept  under 
supervision,  and  the  regulations  with  respect  to  removal  of  refuse,  cleansing, 
whitewashing,  &c.,  have  been  observed. 

Chemical  Works. — Several  complaints  were  made  during  the  year  of  the 
escape  of  noxious  gases  from  these  works  ;  enquiries  were  instituted,  and  the 
matter  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Government  Inspector. 

Complaints  also  arose  of  the  escape  into  the  sewers  of  liquid  draining  from 
heaps  of  soda  waste  in  the  Tyne  Works,  and  the  consequent  evolution  of 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  gas.  This  nuisance,  after  much  trouble,  has,  I  believe, 
been  satisfactorily  dealt  with.
